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INTRODUCTION 


An  interest  in  family  background  is  inherent  in  almost 
everyone.  Combined  with  this  interest,  may  be  a wish  to  know 
the  history  of  one’s  Country  and  the  part  therein  played  by 
members  of  the  family. 

In  1927,  Howard  Sackett,  with  his  wife,  Inez  Shaw  Sackett, 
returned  to  spend  their  retirement  years  on  the  farm  that  had 
first  belonged  to  his  grandfather,  Augustine  Sackett,  located  on 
the  Curve  Road,  Berlin  Township,  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  three 
miles  east  of  the  City  of  Delaware.  They  had  been  born  on  farms 
on  opposite  sides  of  the  Curve  Road.  Here  they  had  grown  to 
maturity  as  sweethearts,  had  married,  and  moved  away. 

Among  old  friends  and  remaining  relatives,  amid  the  scenes 
of  their  youth,  it  was  not  long  until  an  effort  was  made  to  trace 
family  lines  and  this  became  an  enjoyable  pastime. 

The  Sacketts,  Shaws , Gardners,  Rolosons,  and  George  famil- 
ies were  all  early  settlers  in  Delaware  County.  The  Sacketts 
came  from  Pennsylvania,  the  Shaws  from  Virginia,  the  Gardners 
and  Rolosons  from  New  Jersey,  and  the  George  family  from  New 
Hampshire . 

Among  the  ancestors  of  these  families  were  early  immigrants 
from  the  British  Isles  and  Western  Europe,  who  helped  in  the 
founding  of  cities  and  participated  in  church  and  civil  affairs, 
as  well  as  in  wars. 

Information  was  gathered  from  many  sources,  but  the  work 
was  never  completed  and  it  has  been  my  pleasure,  and  obligation, 
to  further  add  to  the  records  of  my  parents.

1.  John  Conditt  .V(  the  name  is  spelled  variously  Cunditt, 
Cundit,  Conduit,  Condi-d,  and  Condit)  the  immigrant  ancestor  of 
this  family,  was  born,  according  to  tradition,  in  either  Wales 
or  England.  The  name  is  known  in  both  countries.  It  has  been 
established  that  he  sailed  from  England  when  he  started  to 
America  and  that  he  was  first  known  in  this  country  in  1678. 

He  was  of  Norman  descent,  and  was  married  first  in  England, 
where  his  wife  died,  leaving  a son.  This  son,  Peter  Cunditt, 
was  brought  to  America  by  his  father  and  they  settled  in  Newark, 
New  Jersey.  John  Cunditt  was  a Weaver,  as  stated  in  his  will.* 

He  married  secondly,  and  in  this  country,  Deborah  Lindsley 
who  was  born  In  1656.  Her  father  was  Francis  Lindsley,  who  came 
to  Newark,  New  Jersey,  with  the  colonists,  in  1666.  He  was  the 
son  of  John  Lindsley,  who  came  to  America  from  England  in  1650 
and  settled  in  Branford,  Connecticut.2 

There  was  a son,  John,  by  this  second  marriage,  but  he  died 
a minor,  and  left  no  children. 8 

John  Cunditt  purchased  lands  "in  bounds  of  the  town  of 
Newark,  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  in  1689  and  again  in  1691." 

The  last  piece  is  described  as  the  "Mill  Brook  Plain"'  and  con- 
sisted of  nineteen  acres  of  upland.  This  was  bounded  by  his 
own  land,  on  the  nor  e east,  John 


Brown  on  the  south 


John  Cunditt  died  in  1713  and  left  a long  and  interesting 
will,  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
at  Trenton,  New  Jersey.  From  it  the  following  is  quoted: 

"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen:  I,  John  Cunditt  of  Newark 
in  ye  County  of  Essex,  and  Eastern  Division  of  New  Jersey: 
Weaver : being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  of  perfect  mind 
and  memory,  thanks  be  given  unto  God.  Therefore  calling 
unto  mind  ye  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is 
appointed  unto  men  to  Dye,  Doe  make  this  my  Last  Will  and 
Testament . 

Imprimus : I recommend  my  soull  into  ye  hands  of  God 

that  gave  it.  Hoping  through  ye  merits  of  Christ  to 
Receive  Everlasting  Life,  and  my  body  I recommend  to  ye 
Earth  to  be  buried  in  a decent  Christian  manner;  nothing 
Doubting  but  at  ye  general  Resurrection  I shall  receive 
ye  same  again  through  ye  mighty  power  of  God,  and  as  for 
such  worldly  estate,  wherewith  It  hath  pleased  God  to 
bless  me  in  this  life  I give,  demise,  and  dispose  thereof 
in  ye  following  manner  and  form: 

Item:  All  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  be  paid 

and  discharged. 

Item:  I will  and  bequeath  unto  my  Dearly  beloved 

wife,  Deborah  Cundit,  ye  improvement  of  all  my  lands 
and  meadows  until  my  son,  John  Cundit,  attains  unto  ye 
age  of  one  and  twenty  years  and  then  during  his  natural 
life  ye  improvement  of  ye  Equall  one  half  thereof,  and 
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at  her  decease  to  return  to  my  son  John,  and  ye  one 
equall  half  of  my  personal  estate  I give  unto  him 
and  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  Ever. 

Item:  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son,  Peter 

Cundit,  a bed  and  bedstead  and  other  furniture  belong- 
ing thereunto  which  he  hath  already  In  possession  and 
any  debts  due  from  him  to  me  att  or  before  ye  Day  of 
ye  Date  of  these  presents. 


Item:  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son,  John 

Cundit,  all  of  my  lands  and  meadows  in  ye  bounds  of 
Newark  or  Elsewhere  and  buildings  and  improvements  made 
thereon  to  possess  ye  one  half  them  of  where  he  shall 
attain  to  ye  age  of  one  and  twenty  years,  with  ye  Equall 
one  half  of  my  personal  estate  and  ye  other  half  of  ye 
land  at  ye  decease  of  my  wife,  to  him  his  heirs  and 
assigns  for  Ever,  and  in  case  it  should  please  God  to  take 
him  out  of  ye  world  before  he  be  of  age  to  possess  ye  same 
then  my  will  is  Philip  Cundit,  Son  of  Peter  Cundit,  should 
possess  and  Enjoy  ye  said  land. 


Item:  I will

She  took  oath  May  20,  1713  to 
administer  the  estate  of  her  husband,  John  Cundit,  deceased. 
The  children  named  in  their  grandfather's  will  were  those  of 
Peter  Cundit. 


2.  Peter  Condit,  son  of  John  Cunditt,  married  in  1695* 
Mary,  the,- daughter  of  Samuel  Harrison  and  his  wife,  Mary  Ward 
Harrison,

Peter,  the  father,  died  in  17ll±>  a Jear  after  the  death  of 
his  father,  John.  Mary  survived  him  and  upon  her  fell  the  care 
of  the  family,  probably  assisted  by  the  eldest  son,  Samuel,  who 
was  then  a youth  of  eighteen.  Doubtless  the  prayers  and  teach- 
ings of  the  father  added  much  to  the  moral  character  of  the 
children;  but  to  the  mother,  coming  as  she  did,  from  a pious 
ancestry,  must  we  attribute  the  larger  part  of  the  work  of  their 
early  training  and  religious  education.  She  probably  lived  with 
her  mother-in-law,  as  thg  early  town  records  of  Newark  refer  to 
the  !itwo  widows  Cundit. ltu 


Three  of  Peter’s  sons,  John,  Nathaniel  and  Isaac,  settled 
, at  the  foot  of  the  Orange  Mountain,  on  the  east : Samuel,  settled 
between  the  first  and  second  mountains,  then  In  Newark  Township 
of  West  Orange,  New  Jersey, 

Mary  Is  said  to  have  married  a W,  Grould  but  no  record  of  any 
children  has  been  found.  The  other  two  sons,  Peter  and  Philip, 
settled  In  Morristown,  New  Jersey. ° 

Peter’s  will  is  also  on  file  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey.  From 
it  the  following  is  taken: 

i?In  the  name  of  God  Amen:  This  seventh  day  of  February 
In  ye  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Thirteen  alias  fourteen  and  In  ye  12th  year  of  the  Reign 
of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Anne  by  ye  grace  of  God  over  Great 
Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Queen  Dyender  of  ye  faith, 
etc.  I,  Peter  Cundit  of  Newark  In  ye  County  of  Essex 
and  Eastern  Division  of  New  Jersey,  Clothiers 

Imprimus : I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  loving  Son, 
Samuel  by  name,  a weaver’s  loom  commonly  called  Samuels 
loom  with  allye  tackling  belonging  to  it# 

Item:  I give  devise  and  bequeath  unto  my  Six  Sons, 

Samuel,  Peter,  John,  Nathaniel,  Philip  and  Isaac  all  my 
land  and  meadow  Either  in  ye  Bounds  of  Newark  or  Else- 
where t o be  Equally  Divided  among  them  by  my  wife  and 
some  other  overseers  whom  I shall  hereafter  name,  both 
in  quantity  and  quality  as  they  shall  attain  to  ye  age 
of  one  and  twenty  years,  and  then  their  and  each  of  their 
share  and  proportion  so  divided  shall  be  to  and  for  them 
and  their  heirs  and  Assigns  forever. 

Item:  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  loving  Daughter 

Mary  by  Name  the  Sum  of  Twelve  Pounds  Money,  or  that 
which  is  equivalent,  to  be  paid  to  her  by  my  Six  Sons, 
each  of  them  forty  Shillings  to  be  paid  to  her  or  to 
her  order  by  them  and  each  of  them  as  they  shall  be  of 
age  to  receivetheir  Inheritance. 

Item:  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Dearly  loved 

wife,  Mary  by  name,  whom  also  I make  Sole  Executrix  of 
this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  all  my  Personal  Estate 
that  is  not  disposed  of  together  with  the  Improvement  of 
all  ye  Real  Estate  until  such  time  as  my  said  Sons  shall 
be  of  age  to  Receive  their  parts  or  shares  thereof,  and 
then  if  She  remains  my  widow  to  have  ye  Improvement  in 
one  Equall  third  part  during  her  widowhood,  and  I do 
hereby  revoke,  disannul,  and  make  void  all  other  will  or 
wills,  bequest  or  bequests  heretofore  by  me  willed  or 
bequeathed  and  Executor  or  Executors  heretofore  by  me 
named  and  owning  and  allowing  this  and  no  other  t o be 
my  last  will  and  testament e” 

On  the  19th  of  May,  17lU  Mary,  the  widow  and  Executrix  of 
Peter’s  estate,  took  the  oath  to  execute  it. 10 
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3.  Samuel  Condit  was  born  at  Newark,  New  Jersey,  on  the 
, sixth  of  December,  1696.  He  married  first,  in  1722,  Mary  Dodd, 
born  November  8,  1698,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Dodd  and  the 
mother  of  all  of  Samuel  Condit’s  children.  She  died  May  25*  1755 
and  the  following  year,  Samuel  married  Mary  Nutman  (the  widow  of 
Amos  Williams)  who  was  born  in  1700.  She  died  the  eighteenth  of 
February  1777  and  Samuel  died  July  18,  1777.  i 

About  the  year  1720,  Samuel  purchased  land  lying  between  the 
Orange  Mountains,  in  what  was  afterward  called  Pleasant  Valley. 
According  to  tradition,  this  land  was  purchased  of  the  Indians, 
and  the  records  show  Samuel  as  having  the  first  private  ownership,. 
The  extent  of  this  land  was  such  that  during  his  lifetime,  Samuel 
Condit  gave  to  each  of  his  five  sons  fifty  acres,  and  on  each  lot 
thus  donated  he  erected  a house,  and  also  gave  to  each  son  a 
Bible.  He  reserved  for  himself  the  homestead  with  about  seventy 
acres  of  land. 

His  selection  of  a farm  was  a fortunate  one,  ’’Taking  the 
Livingston  Road  West  from  Orange,  by  way  of  Eagle  Rock,  and  by 
a long  ascent  reaching  the  top  of  the  mountain,  the  valley  beyond 
stretches  out  in  a panorama  of  neat  and  productive  farms,  with 
comfortable  and  tastefully  built  farm  houses.  Here  was  Samuel’s 
home • " 


Samuel  Condit  and  his  wives  are  buried  in  the  Orange  bury- 
ing ground.  Not  far  from  their  graves  is  that  of  his  son, 

Samuel  Condit,  Jr. 

His  descendants  were  active  in  civic  and  the  church  affairs 
of  Orange,  New  Jersey,  for  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  years.

The  will  of  Samuel,  Sr.  is  dated  June  20,  1777  and  begins 
Condit,  Samuel  of  Newark,  Essex  County,  Yeoman.  In  it  he  gives 
"all  my  lands,  according  to  a certain  survey,  made  by  a division, 
to  my  sons  Samuel  and  David,  (both  deceased),  I leave  to  my  sons, 
Daniel  and  Jonathan,  to  give  to  the  children  of  my  deceased  sons. 
The  part  that  was  for  Samuel,  to  be  given  to  such  children,  as 

they  see  fit,  as  also  that  of  my  son,  David.  The  salt  meadow  I 

give  my  sons  Daniel  and  Jonathan  and  the  children  of  David, 
deceased,  Jotham  and  to  my  daughter,  Martha  Williams.’1 

Samuel’s  son  Daniel  was  a deacon  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  as  well  as  his  sons,  Joel,  Amos,  and  Samuel,  all  served  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.-5--^ 

Jothan,  Samuel's  second  son,  lived  on  a farm  near  that  of 
his  father.  He  died  when  only  twenty-five  years  of  age.1^ 

Samuel  the  third  son  lived  on  a farm  inherited  from  his 
father.  His  son,  Moses,  was  a private  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
and  a captain  of  militia  in  the  war  of  1812.  His  son,  Dr.  John 
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Condit,  was  a surgeon  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  then  a member  of 
■Congress  from  New  Jersey  1799  - 1803  and  a member  of  the  United 
States  Senate  1803  - 1817.^ 

Martha,  the  daughter,  lived  to  be  one  hundred  years  old.10 

Jonathan  served  as  a captain  of  militia.  Second  New  Jersey 
Regiment,  in  the  Revoluti onary7War , and  his  sons  Isaac  and  Jeptha, 
served  in  the  same  war,  also.1' 

i|_.  Col.  David  Condit  was  Samuel’s  fourth  son.  He  was  born 
the  ljth  of  March,  173i|  and  he  married  Joanna  Williams  on  January 
7,  1755-  Joanna  was  born  February  [{.,  1736,  the  daughter  of 
Matthew  Williams,  the  third,  of  Orange,  N ew  Jersey.  She  died  in 
April  1819* 

David  Condit  entered  the  service  of  his  country  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,,  as  a member  of  the  New  Jersey  Second  Regiment, 
state  militia.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  in  1776  and 
for  gallantry  in  action,  was  made  Lieutenant  Colonel  the  l5th  of  « 
April,  1777*  He  died  nine  days  later,  at  the  age  of  forty-three.

5.  Japhia  Condit,  the  son  of  Col.  David  Condit  was  born  on 
September  27,  1760,  and  was  a farmer  on  his  father’s  homestead 
all  of  his  life.  This  farm  was  at  the  Saw  Mill  in  West  Orange, 

between  the  mountains.1-1 

He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  a private  under 
Captain  Squire,  Second  New  Jersey  Regiment. 

Japhia  married  first  Dorcas  Dodd,  who  was  born  May  22,  1763, 
the  daughter  of  Silas  Dodd  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Smith  Dodd. 

Dorcas  died  the  same  day  as  the  Birth  of  her  last  child, 

August  26,  1805. 

He  married  second  Phoebe  Ogden,  widow  of  Rufus  Harrison. 

She  bore  him  a daughter,  Sally,  who  died  when  fifteen  years  of 
age.

Silas  D.  enlisted  in  the  V;/ar  of  1012  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 
He  bought  a farm  in  Orange,  where  he  lived  until  1839,  when  he 
moved  to  Gallia  County,  Ohio,  then  to  Athens  County,  Ohio,  to 
provide  better  education  advantages  for  his  family.  Later  he 
moved  to  Jasper  County,  Iowa.  ^

Nancy  married  Albert  Harrison,  who  was  a shoemaker  by  trade; 
David  a farmer  most  of  his  life  on  land  formerly  owned  by  his 
father  and  grandfather.  ' 

Japhia  Condit  applied  for  pension  at  the  age  of  72  years 
and  it  was  granted  on  the  7th  of  June,  1832,  the  sum  of  forty- 
three  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  per  annum,  during  the  rest 
of  his  natural  life,  payable  semi-annually. 

His  statement,  included  the  information  that  he  entered  the 
service  as  a drafted  soldier  in  the  militia  in  October  1776,  in 
a company  commanded  by  Captain  John  Peck,  belonging  to  the  New’ 
Jersey  militia  Regiment  under  the  command  of  Col.  Philip  Van 
Gourtlandt.  In  1778  he  was  In  the  Battle  at  Second  River  near 
Belleville . 


In  June  1778,  he  was  ordered  with  the  same  regiment  to 
Monmouth  and  on  their  march  they  passed  thru  Scotch  Plain, 

Bound  Brook,  Mount  Holly  and  Princeton.  He  recollected  there 
was  an  eclipse  of  the  sun  when  they  were  near  Princeton,  where 
they  halted  till  it  passed  by.  The  company  that  he  was  in  were 
placed  on  Picket-Guard  and  he  was  stationed  in  the  rear  of  the 
Army  near  the  Monmouth  Mutiny  House  during  the  battles. 

He  stated  that  he  was  born  in  the  Township  of  Newark,  County 
of  Essex,  New  Jersey,  September  27th,  1760,  that  he  had  a record 
of  his  age  at  home  made  by  his  father  and  that  he  was  living  in 
the  township  of  Newark  when  called  Into  service,  and  has . lived 
in  Orange  In  the  same  county  and  state  since  the  Revolutionary 
War  where  he  now  lives.  He  stated  that  he  s mved  much  longer 
periods  than  specified  - that  he  obeyed  all  orders  for  his 
service  - that  he  received  no  other  than  a verbal  discharge. 

He  gives  Rev.  Asa  Hilyer  and  Moses  Condit  as  men  who  could 
testify  to  his  character,  for  veraci^g,  and  their  belief  in  his 
services  as  a Revolutionary  soldier. 

Japhia  died  April  5,  l859» 
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6.  Lydia  Condit,  daughter  of  Japhia  and  Dorcas  Dodd  Condit, 
was  born  on  December  8,  17^9,  and  she  married  January  2,  1805,

Since  these  early  ancestors  were  very  much  a part  of  the 
founding  and  settling  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  the  following 
account,  taken  from  the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  seems 
appropriate . 

When  members  of  the  jurisdiction  were  absorbed  by  Con- 
necticut in  166 I4,  a band  of  thirty  Puritans  from  Milford, 
Connecticut,  led  by  Captain  Robert  Treat  in  1666,  settled 
at  ''Pour  Corners"  and  the  next  year  they  were  joined  by  an 
equal  number  from  Brandford,  Connecticut,  and  Guilford, 
Connecticut.  They  bbought  practically  all  of  what  is  now 
Essex  County,  New  J :rsey,  from  the  Indians  for  "fifty  double 
hand  of  powder,  one  hundred  bars  of  lead,  twenty  axes,  twenty 
coats,  ten  guns,  twenty  pistols,  ten  kettles,  ten  swords, 
four  blankets,  four  barrels  of  beer,  ten  pairs  breeches,  fifty 
knives,  twenty  horses,  18^0  fathoms  of  wampum,  six  ankes  of 
liquor  (or  something  equivalent)  and  three  trooper  coats." 

The  name  was  chosen  in  honour  of  their  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Abraham  Pierson,  who  came  from  Newakr-on-Trent , England. 

For  fifty  years  or  more,  the  town  remained  essentially  Puritan 
and  was  governed  largely  by  Morale  law.  About  1730  Presby- 
terianism superceded  Congregationalism,  and  in  17314-  Col.  Josiah 
Ogden  (who  caused  a schism  by  saving  his  wheat  on  a dry  Sunday 
in  a wet  season)  led  in  founding  the  first  Episcopal  church.

Two  small  towns,  Condit  and  Condit  Station  are  located 
in  Trenton  Township,  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  named  for  early 
settlers  of  that  name. 

Simon  Condit,  son  of  Captain  Jonathan,  who  was  a son 
of  Samuel,  the  son  of  Peter,  was  the  first  of  the  Condit 
family  to  settle  in  Delaware  County.  His  son,  Jotham,  and 
grandson,  Edgar  Condit,  had  walked  to  Ohio  from  New  Jersey 
in  1829  or  lo30.  In  1833  Simon  Condit,  with  his  sons, 

Alvin  P.  and  Jotham,  arrived  in  Delaware  County  and  Simon 
immediately  purchased  eighty  acres  of  land  next  to  Van  Dorn’s 
tavern.  These  first  settlers  of  Trenton  Township  held  worship 
on  the  Sabbath  in  Van  Dorn’s  tavern,  which  was  built  in  1829, 
and  was  of  brick  construction.  In  early  days  it  was  a popular 
stopping  place  for  emigrants,  on  the  road  from  Zanesville  and 
Newark,  Ohio  to  Delaware,  the  county  seat  of  Delaware  County. 
The  Trenton  Presbyterian  Church  was  organized  at  the  tavern 
and  the  Condits  who  were  at  the  organization  were  Simon  and 
his  wife,  Simon’s  daughter,  Alvin  P.  Condit  and  his  wife, 

Mary  wife  of  Jotham  Condit,  Asenath,  the  widow  of  Smith  Condit 
and  her  daughter.1 

Since  Jonathan  Condit  was  a brother  of  Colonel  David 
Condit,  Japhia  would  be  a cousin  of  Simon,  the  early  immigrant 
to  Delaware  County,  Ohio.  Doubtless,  word  of  the  good  land 
available  for  a reasonable  price  may  have  influenced  Reuben 
Condit  Gardner  to  migrate  there  in  I8I4.2.

The  Wards  of  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  are  descended 
from  Robert  Ward  of  Northhampt onshire , England.

They 
had  a son,  James  'Ward,  of  the  same  place,  who  married  Anna, 
or  Alice,  Fawkes  of  Dunchurch. 

Stephen  Ward,  their  son,  married  Joyce  Groford  of 
Le ichest ershire , England.  After  his  death  the  widow,  with 
her  children,  went  to  New  England  in  1630  and  settled  in 
'Wethersfield,  Connecticut  in  1635 . They  were  among  the 
original  settlers  of  that  town.

Mr.  Ward,  He,  with  others,  came  to  Newark  in  1666,  with  the 
Pilgrims . 

Her  daughter,  Mary  Ward,  married  Ensign  Samuel  Harrison. 
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Mary  Dodd,  the  daughter  of  Samuel,  who  was  the  son  of 
)aniel  Dodd  who  came  from  England,  married  Samuel  Condit

Samuel  Dodd  was  the  son  of  Daniel  Dodd  whose  name  first 
ippears  in  the  records  of  Branford,  Connecticut  in  the  year 
.646.  Daniel  and  his  wife  died  early  from  the  effects  of 
■he  hardships  of  pioneer  life.  She  died  in  l657*  leaving 
.mall  children,  the  youngest  of  whom  was  only  three  weeks 
>ld,  Daniel  lived  until  1665  or  1666.  Of  the  orphaned  child- 
>en,  four  joined  themselves  to  the  company  made  up  of  their

It  is  believed  that  the  three  brothers  wont  to  Newark, 

New  Jersey  about  the  same  time.  Matthew,  the  second,  was 
admitted  a planter  by  a vote  of  the  town  of  Newark  on 
November  29,  1680,  at  the  age  of  twenty-nine,  together  with 
four  others,  n Provided  they  pay  the  purchase  of  what  land 
they  have  as  the  other  Planters  have  done." 

In  1688,  or  1689,  he  exchanged  port  of  his  Newark  pro- 
perty for  lands  bounded  by  the  mountain,  Wigwam  Brook,  and 
the  lands  of  Samuel  Day,  which  property  lies  in  the  district 
known  as  Tory  Corner,  in  the  township  of  West  Orange.  About 
the  year  1695  Matthew  removed  from  his  Newark  home  to  this 
mountain  residence,  where  he  died  November  12,  1732;  his 
wife  died  July  27  , I72I4.. 

Matthew,  the  3rd,  was  born  in  169I+  and  he  married 
Abigail  Nutman,  who  was  born  in  1698.  He  died  in  1772  and 
she  died  a year  earlier  in  1771*  Their  children  included,  g 
Joanna  who  was  born  in  1736  and  who  married  Col.  David  Condit. 
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Dorcas  Dodd,  who  was  born  May  22,  1763  was  the  daughter 
of  Silas  Dodd  and  his  wife  Hannah  Smith  Dodd.  Silas  was  the 
son  of  Stephen,  Son  of  David,  the  second,  the  son  of  Daniel, 
the  first,  who  settled  in  Branford,  Connecticut.  Dorcas 
married  Japhia  Condit. 

Silas  Dodd,  was  a descendant  of  Daniel  Dodd  of  Branford, 
Connecticut,  whose  several  children  went  to  Newark,  New  Jersey 
after  his  death.  But  the  early  Dodds  soon  left  the  village 
to  settle  on  the  fertile  lands  in  what  is  still  called  Dodds- 
town,  between  Orange  and  Bloomfield.^  Daniel  Dodd,  the  second, 
was  born  in  161.J.9  or  early  1650,  and,  though  a minor,  appears 
as  the  head  of  a family,  in  the  first  tax  list  of  Newark. 

In  1671,  being  of  age,  he  returned  to  Branford,  Connecti- 
cut to  sell  his  father's  lands.  In  the  deed,  he  describes 
himself  as  "being  in  the  22nd  year  of  my  age  and  the  lawful 
son  of  Daniel  Dodd,  deceased." 

In  1677?  Daniel,  the  second,  appears  in  the  Newark 
records.  in  1692  he  was  chosen  as  Deputy  to  the  Legislature . H 
In  1701,  he  signed,  with  his  brother,  Samuel,  and1 others,  an 
agreement  for  lands  west  of  the  bounds  of  Newark. 

The  wife  of  Daniel  Dodd,  the  second,  was  Phebe  Brown,  the 
daughter  of  John  Brown.1-3  Their  children  were  Daniel,  the 
third,  Stephen,  John  and  a daughter  named  Dorcas. 

Daniel,  the  second,  appears  to  have  removed  from  the 
town  lot  in  what  is  Orange  Street,  Newark  to  those  lands 
on  the  Watessing  Plain  and  all  of  his  sons  lived  on  parts 
of  that  tract. 

Stephen,  the  second  son  of  Daniel,  the  second  appears 
to  have  been  a cooper,  as  In  the  old  town  record,  there  Is 
a deed  from  Stephen  Dodd,  cooper,  to  John  Harrison,  convey- 
ing ten  acres  "by  the  road  that  leads  from  Watesson  to 
Samuel  Ward's  mill1’  1725/6. li+  Stephen  marripd  Phebe  Harrison 
and  had  a daughter  and  four  sons,  one  of  whom  was  Silas. 

Silas  married  Hannah  Smith,  daughter  of  Joseph,  and  they 
had  no  sons,  only  two  cjlgughters , one  of  whom  was  Dorcas,  who 
married  Japhia  Condit. 
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Phebe  Brown,  who  married  Daniel  Dodd,  the  second,  who 
was  the  father  of  Stephen  Dodd,  the  father  of  Silas  Dodd, 
the  father  of  Dorcas  Dodd,  who  married  Japhia  Condit,  was 
the  daughter  of  John  Brown. 

John  Brown  was  in  Milford,  Connecticut  in  161+6  with  a 
wife,  Mary.  He  was  one  of  the  Milford  settlers  who  went  to 
Newark,  New  Jersey  in  1666  and  he  was  the  founder  of  the 
family  of  their  name  in  South  Orange,  Essex  County,  New 
Jersey.  He  died  November  6,^1690  and  his  will  is  dated 
December  17*  1689  of  Newark.  There  was  a patent  March 
lip,  1675  to  John  Brown,  Sr.  of  Newark  for  ninety-five  acres. 
He  also  had  a patent  for  forty  acres  beyond  the  Elizabeth 
River  which  he  bequeathed  to  his  sons.  The  Newark  records, 
under  date  of  1686,  contain  the  followings 

Joseph  Brown  and  Thomas  Brown  have  liberty  granted  to 
exchange  their  father’s  third  division  of  land,  lying  beyond 
the  Elizabeth  River,  and  to  take  up  thereof  on  this  side  of 
Rathway  River  below  the  mouth  of  Stone  House  Brook.  They 
also  have  liberty  to  take  up  sixty  acres  between  them. 


Phoebe  was  the  last  of  John  Brown’s  eight  children 
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Hannah  Smith,  who  married  Silas  Dodd,  was  the  daughter 
of  Joseph,  the  son  of  David,  the  son  of  James  Smith,  and  the 
mother  of  Dorcas  Dodd,  who  married  Japhia  Condit. 

James  Smith,  the  ancestor  of  most  of  the  early  Smith 
families  of  Orange,  New  Jersey  was  brought  to  this  country 
about  l680  and  landed  at  Perth  Amboy,  New  Jersey.  The 
captain  of  the  vessel  on  which  he  came  assumed  a guardian- 
ship over  him  and  apprenticed  him  to  Deacon  Azariah  Crane, 
the  founder  of  Cranetown,  now  Montclair,  New  Jersey.  Deacon 
Crane  was  much  attached  to  Joseph  and  gave  to  him  in  mar- 
riage his  youngest  daughter,  Mary  Baldwin  Crane,  whose 
mother  was  the  daughter  of  Governor  Robert  Treat  of  Connecti- 
cut. For  a marriage  portion,  Deacon  Crane  gave  to  his 
daughter,  a farm  on  the  southerly  part  of  his  plantation. 

This  and  other  land  Mr.  Smith  acquired  north  of  the  Wheeler 
tract  running  from  the  top  of  the  mountain  on  tho  south  side 
of  the  Northfield  road,  thence  along  the  southerly  side  of 
the  Wheeler  tract  to  Scotland  Road,  including  the  property 
owned  by  Caleb  and  afterward  by  Simon  Harrison. 

The  Smiths’  house  was  on  the  east  slope  of  the  mountain, 
in  what  is  now  known  as  Orange  Valley.  He  was  one  of  the 
company  of  one  hundred  who  made  the  Horse  Neck  Purchase  of 
the  Indians  which  included  all  of  the  land  west  of  the 
Orange  Mountains  and  east  of  the  Passaic  River. 

James  Smith  and  his  wife,  Mary  Baldwin  Crane  Smith  had, 
among  other  children,  a son  David. 

David  Smith  was  born  at  the  homestead  of  his  father 
in  Orange  Valley  In  1705 . He  married  Martha  Freeman, 
daughter  of  Samuel  Freeman.  It  Is  said  that  she  lived  to  be 
one  hundred  years  old.  David’s  house  was  of  stone  and  located 
on  Scotland  Street.  It  was  cracked  from  top  to  bottom  by  an 
earthquake  which  occurred  sometime  previous  to  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

David  and  his  wife  Martha  had  five  sons,  one  of  whom 
was  Joseph,  the  father  of  Hannah,  who  married  Silas  D^tld. 
Joseph  Smith  served  In  the  New  Jersey  Assembly  In  1769.

The  earliest  member  of  this  family  traced  was  John  Gardner, 
who  was  born  in  l6f>l,  where  is  not  established,  and  who  died  at 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  in  1720,  Much  research  was  done  to  deter- 
mine the  immigrant  ancestor  of  this  line  and  although  there  were 
many  early  settlers  of  the  same  name,  none  were  found  with  these 
dates.  He  may  well  have  been  the  immigrant  ancestor,. 

John  Gardner  lived  in  Branford,  Connecticut,  and  went  with 
the  colonists  to  New  Jersey  where  he  was  admitted  a planter  in 
l677«  Sometime  before  1685?  he  married  Abigail  Ward,  who  was 
born  in  Branford,  Connecticut,  on  June  Lj.,  1658,  the  daughter  of 
John  Ward,  Junior,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Hill  Ward..  Abigail  died 
at  Newark,  New  Jersey,  170-.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife, 
John  Gardner  married  a Hannah  - one  pecord  gives  the  family 
name  as  Barnes  and  another  as  Baum.  ± 

However,  two  children  were  born  to  Abigail  and  John  - 
Cer shorn, Thomas  wh^was  born  February  11,  1688  at  Newark,  New 
Jersey,  and  Sarah, 

There  are  many  records  concerning  John  and  indicating  tnat 
he  was  a man  of  some  importance „ In  169I-I-  he  was  "to  search  on 
board  vessels  for  lumber,  the  exportation  of  which  was  forbidden 
by  law1.'  Other  records  included  a deed  by  Abraham  Pierson  and 
his  wife,  Abigail,  to  John  Gardner,  April  20,  1692 , for  all  the 
lands  in  the  bounds  of  Newark  excepting  twelve  acres  laid  out 
to  Mr.  Webster;  also  one  dated  December  20,  1695 > to  John  Gardner 
of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  for  lots  in  Newark  - lot  one  was  a home 
lot  of  six  acres,  lots  two,  throe,  four  and  five  comprised  thirty- 
six  acres  in  all.  Also  lot  six  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  and 
lots  seven  and  eight  pieces  of  meadow,  in  all  one  hundred  acres* 

There  is  a deed,  dated  April  2,  1695-  from  John  Gardner ^of 
Newark,  and  his  wife,  Abigail,  to  Hana  Hendrickson  that  was  1 or 

eighty  acres* 

In  1695  he  became  sheriff  of  Essex  County,  New  Jersey. 

In  1710  he  sold  a meadow  to  Matthew  Williams  "free  from^ 
all  rates,  rents,  and  taxes  from  the  beginning  of  the  world." 

jn  1711  "in  consideration  of  valuable  affection  and  fatherly 
love"  he  gave  a part  of  his  "land  at  the  mountain  ' to  his  son 
Thomas  * 

There  is  a section  on  "Early  Settlers  of  Morris  County,  New 
Jersey,  in  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Regijrter, 
Vol.  VII,  page  267  that  gives  some  record  also  ol  John  Gardner. 
This  was  taken  from  a Newark  newspaper  and  follows. 

"Samuel  Kitchell  was  one  of  those,  who  for  themselves  and 
their  associates  purchased  of  the  1 Indians  belonging  to 
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Hackinsack,  the  known  acknowledged  proprietors'  the  territory 
now  occupied  by  the  living  and  dead  of  Orange,  Bloomfield, 
Bellevue  and  this  city.  He  was  prominent  among  the  founders 
of  Newark.  His  sons  were  Samuel  and  Abraham,  and  daughters 
Elizabeth  Tompkins,  wife  of  Seth,  Abigail  Ward,  wife  of  John, 
Mary  Ward,  wife  of  Josiah,  Susanna  and  Grace. 


The  second  wife  of  Samuel  Kitchell  was  Grace,  a daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Abraham  Pierson,  who  with  the  majority  of  the 
church  and  congregation,  united  with  the  Milford,  Connecticut, 
brethern  and  friends  in  1666,  in  the  settlement  of  MNew-work" 
or  "Pesayak-t own"  on  the  groat  river  Pesayak,  as  it  is  called  in 
the  deed  from  the  native  Americans.  Mr.  Pierson  died  August  9> 
1678.  Though  no  rude  memorial  marks  the  resting  place  of  the 
first  pastor  of  the  'mother  of  churches'  enough  is  known  to 
indicate  its  locality.  in  the  course  of  the  judicious  improve- 
ments now  in  progress  under  the  Committee  on  Public  Grounds, 
the  hitherto  unknown  mortal  remains  of  Mr.  Samuel  Kitchell  has 
been  discovered,  or  also  that  of  'John  Gardner,  Esg.*  who  died 
in  1719 , the  son-in-law  of  John  Ward,  Junior,  he  having  married 
Abigail  Ward.  His  sons  were  Gushom  and  Thomas.  With  a little 
attention  on  the  part  of  those  whoso  ancestry  were  the  pioneers 
of  Essex  and  Morris  (Counties)  much  can  be  done  to  beautify  the 
sacred  enclosure,  into  which  were  gathered  the  successive  gener- 
ations that  finished  their  course  within  the  town  plot,  and  its 
vicinity  until  a recent  period  - an  ancestry  of  whom  none  should 
be  ashamed,  and  of  whom  everyone  is  entitled  to  a decent  sepulcher. 
Hence,  forth  let  voices  be  heard  - 

'Good  Friend,  for  Jesus  sake,  forbear 
To  move  the  Dust  that  restcth  here  - 
Blest  be  the  Man  that  spares  these  Stones 
And  curst  be  he  that  moves  my  Bones  1 n 

The  will  of  John  Gardner  is  dated  February  12,  1719-20,  and 
it  states  that  he  was  a resident  of  Newark,  Essex  County,  New 
Jersey.  In  it  he  names  his  wife,  Hannah,  and  his  children  as 
Gushom,  Thomas  and  Sarah.  Gushom  was  named  executor  and  the 
will  was  proved  March  9?  1719-20. 


Thomas  Gardner,  the  second  son  of  John  was  born  in  1700  and 
died  in  March  1733  in  Westchester  County,  New  York.  Ho  married 
Sarah  Smith,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Smith.  Little  is 
known  about  this  Thomas,  except  that  he  had  a son  named  for  him, 
who  was  known^as  Thomas  Gardiner,  Sr.  as  he  also  had  a son 
named  Thomas  ^ 


Thomas  Gardiner,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Westchester  County,  Now 
York  on  March  2,  172)4  and  he  died  January  1,  1795.  In  1750,  he 
married  Phebe  Headley,  who  was  born  in  Union  County,  New  Jersey, 
August  21,  1731,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Headley.  She  died 
September  1,  17  0I4., 

Soon  after  the  death  of  his  father  in  1733  , Thomas  went  to 
Essex  County,  New  Jersey.  His- will  is  dated  September  22,  1795 
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and  names  him,  Thomas  Gardiner,  senior,  of  Springfield  Town- 
ship, Essex  County,  New  Jersey.  Evidently,  he  married  a second 
time,  as  ne  names  his  wife  Abigail,  and  to  her  gives  the  use  of 
his  real  and  personal  estate  as  long  as  she  remains  a widow. 

His  son,  Elijah,  was  to  have  the  eight  acres  north  of  the  house, 
inherited  from  his  uncle,  William  Smith,  deceased.  Sons,  Benjamin 
Aaron,  and  William  were  to  have  the  twenty-six  acres  at  Canoe  Brook,'”* 
purchased  of  William  Reeves,  adjoining  land  of  David  Morehouse, 

Jacob  Stephen  and  Elias  Denman.  His  daughter,  Phebe,  the  wife  of 
Edward  Earl  was  given  twenty- five  pounds ; ;and  his  sons,  Moses, 

Thomas,  Benjamin,  Samuel,  Aaron,  William,  and  Nathaniel  Bonnel 
Gardiner,  the  residue. 

The  executors  were  sons  Thomas  and  Nathaniel  Bonnel  Gardiner 
and  the  will  was  proved  November  Ip,  1795- 

An  inventory  was  made  November  2,  1795  and  was  given  as  four 
hundred  eight  pounds  and  ten  shillings 

Thomas  served  as  a Wagon  Master  in  the  Revolutionary  War, . 
being  an  officer  in  charge  of  a wagon  train, 9 

Moses  Gardner,  the  son  of  Thomas  Gardiner,  Sr.,  evidently 
dropped  the  tT i TT  as,  in  the  records,  he  is  known  by  the  simpler 
spellingo  He  was  born  on  February  10,  1751?  and  he  died  in 
January  l8l5«  He  married  Lydia  Squire,  the  daughter  of  Jophar.^O 

His  will  is  dated  December  l6,  1812  and  gives  his  residence 
as  Orange  Township,  Essex  County,  Now  Jersey.  He  asks  that  his 
body  be  buried  in  a decent  manner  and  all  just  debts  be  paid  by 
his  executor.  He  bequeaths  to  his  sons  Sears,  John,  Jesse, 

Moses  R.  and  Thomas  S.  to  each  one  dollar.  His  son  Daniel  was 
to  receive  five  shillings;  his  daughter  Mary  Gardner  one  dollar; 
his  daughter  Eunice  Gardner  forty  dollars;  son  Alva  Gardner 
twenty  dollars;  daughter  Sarah  Gardner  ten  dollars;  he  gives 
all  the  homestead  lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  and  the 
barn  and  lot  to  his  sons  Jesse,  Thomas  S.and  Alva  Gardner  to  be 
divided  equally  between  them,  after  paying  his  debts  out  of  the 
same.  The  salt  meadow  was  to  be  divided  equally  between  sons 
Jesse  and  Thomas  S« 

The  named  executor  was  Enoch  Balland  the  witnesses  were 
Noah  Ball,  Jesse  Gardner,  and  Calvin  Ball.  The  will  was  proved 
February  7,  1815-11 

Jesse  Gardner,  the  son  of  Moses,  was  born  in  Orange  Township, 
Essex  County,  New  Jersey  on  February  28,  178J4.0  He  lived  in  the 
Orange  Valley,  in  the  house  that  had  once  been  his  father’s  home. 

On  January  1 4,  1808,  ho  married  Lydia  Condit,  the  daughter  of 
Japhia  and  Dorcas  Dodd  Condit,  who  was  born  in  Orange  on  Decem- 
ber 8,  1789  and  was  descended  from  several  of  the  founders  of 
Newark.  She  died  March  2,  1817  and  Jesse  Married  Rachel  Crowell 
and  they  moved  to  New  York  State.  He  died  March  31?  1858.

Reuben  Condit  Garnder,  the  son  of  Jesse  and  Lydia  Condit 
Gardner,  was  born  in  Essex  County,  New  Jersey  on  February  28, 
l8ll.  He  died  on  his  farm  in  Berlin  Township,  Delaware  County,, 
Ohio  on  February  li|,  1905?  having  spent  a life  in  usefulness.  ^ 

He  attended  the  common  schools  and  as  a youth  was  apprenticed 
as  a cobbler  for  three  years « This  early  training  proved  helpful 
as  he  later  made  the  shoes  for  his  largo  family  of  children.  His 
cobbling  stone  was  brought  to  Ohio  from  New  Jersey  by  horseback. 

It  is  a heavy  stone,  weighing  exactly  ten  pounds,  and  over  it  was 
fashioned  the  leather  for  the  shoes  that  ho  made .15 

*1  Z 

There  was  a sizeable  migration  from  New  Jersey  to  Ohio1 
over  several  years,  after  the  Ohio  Valley  was  opened  for  settle- 
ment through  military  land  grants.  Among  those  who  made  this 
dangerous  and  wearisome  journey  in  l8i|2  were  the  R.  C. Gardner 
family,  consisting  of  the  husband,  wife  Susan  L.  Mirick  and  two 
or  three  small  children. 17 


The  Gardner  family„first  settled  in  Berkshire  Township, 
Delaware  County,  Ohio  near  w hat  is  now  the  town  of  Galena. 

In  1855  they  moved  to  a fertile  farm  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  acres  in  Berlin  Township. 19  Delaware  County,  Ohio.  Here 
the  family  remained,  grew  to  adulthood,  and  left  to  make  homes 
for  themselves  c, 

The  Gardner  family  were  Methodists  and  attended  the  services 
at  Grace  Methodist  Church,  in  cast  Delaware  for  some  years* 

They  drove  over  what  roads  were  available,  a journey  of  approx- 
imately five  miles  one  way.  Always  active  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church,  R.  C.  Gardner  continued  as  a class  leader  and  elder  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  which  ho  later  joined,  as  it  was  nearer 
his  home. 


In  the  minutes  of  the  Session  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  the  school  house  (Berlin  Station)  on  January  30,  1876,  persons 
received  by  letter  from  Grace  Methodist  Church  in  Delaware  were 
Reuben  C«  Gardner  and  Lydia  Gardner.  Eunice  Siers,  Lemuel  and 
Martin  - children  of  R.  C.  Gardner. 20 

Music  was  very  much  a part  of  life  in  the  Gardner  home 
where  family  members  gathered  around  the  organ  and  sang.  Many 
years  after  the  children  wore  grown  and  had  homes  of  their  own, 
a former  neighbor  remarked  that  although  he  was  now  crippled, 
he  would  willingly  walk  many  miles  to  hear  the  Gardners  sing 
once  more. 21 
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With  the  example  of  the  parents,  church  attendance,  Bible 
reading,  and  the  singing  of  hymns  were  an  integral  part  of  the 
family  life  on  the  farm*  Each  worked  hard  during  the  week, 
then  participated  in  the  long  church  service  on  the  Sabbath. 

Everything  that  could  be  was  made  in  the  home,  including 
maple  sugar,  which  when  used  up  was  replaced  by  sorghum  molasses. 
At  one  time  there  were  so  many  in  the  family  that  some  had  to 
stand  while  eating,  according  to  tradition,

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When  Susan  died  in  September  l8l|8,  leaving  her  family  of 
small  children,  R.  C.  Gardner  married  a second  time  on  Novem- 
ber 30,  l8l|8,  Lydia  Roloson.  She  was  born  in  Delaware  County. 
Ohio  on  Sepb  ember  30,  1823,  the  daughter  of  Joseph,  who  was  a 
twin  of  Jacob,  and  the  son  of  John  Roloson,  who  was  also  an 
early  settler  in  Delaware  County,  having  brought  his  family 
from  New  Jersey. ^3  Lydia  died  on  April  11,  1887  and  of  her 
Irene  Gardner  Shaw  wrote,  "She  united  with  the  church  at  an 
early  age  and  has  ever  remained  a faithful  and  consistent 
member . " 


The  Gardner  family  were  religious,  upright,  and  always 
dependable,  winning  the  rospo  ct  of  all  in  their  community. 

Several  continued  as  farmers  or  married  farmers,  two  became 
ministers  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  one  was  a 
teacher.  Two  served  in  the  Civil  War  where  one  lost  his  life 
and  the  other  received  injuries „ 

It  was  no  small  task  to  provide  the  every  day  necessities 
for  this  unusually  large  family.  The  cooking  was  done  over  the 
customary  wood  stove  and  the  sad  Irons  heated  on  the  same  range 
to  iron  the  men's  shirts,  the  women's  dresses,  and  the  many 
petticoats  worn  by  each  at  that  time©  The  house  was  cleaned 
daily  with  broom  and  scrub  brush.  Much  work  was  involved  in 
the  making  of  clothing  as  well  as  the  task  of  preparing  various 
foods  for  winter  use-, 

In  spite  of  having  a largo  family  on  a farm  that  was  chiefly 
self  sustaining,  R.  C.  Gardner  was  able  to  provide  for  his  long 
life  time  and  to  leave  an  estate.

Mr.  Gardner  married  a third  time  and  his  wife  was  Lucy  Baldwin 
many  as  ” a unt  Lucy".  Some  of  her  family  have  the  Gardner 
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The  Gardner  plot  in  the  cemetery  at  Cheshire,  Ohio,  has  a 
large  tombstone  bearing  this  simple  inscription:

Lydia  Amelia  Gardner,  daughter  of  Reuben  C.  and  Susan  L. 
Gardner,  was  born  in  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  January  12,  l838o 
In  l8l|2,  with  her  parents,  she  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Dela- 
ware County,  whore  she  lived  until  her  marriage  on  January  2l|, 
1856  to  Josiah  Leonard  Cosnor.  To  this  union  were  born  two 
daughters,  Margaret  Jane  and  Almeda  Maria,  who  preceded  their 
mother  in  death. 


After  her  marriage,  they  spent  about  three  years  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  which  was  drawing  settlers  to  its  fertile  prairie 
land.  They  returned  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Bennington  Township, 
Licking  County,  where  she  lived  the  remainder  of  her  life. 

About  1867  Mrs.  Cosner  united  with  theMethodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  continued  as  a faithful  member,  teaching  in  the  Sunday 
School  and  doing  whatever  she  was  able,  in  a quiet  way,  as  long 
as  her  health  would  permit.  She  died,  following  a long  illness, 
on  April  27,  1907. 


"For  her  death  had  no  terror.  During  her  illness,  she  was 
sustained  by  the  conscious  presence  of  the  Savior  she  loved  and 
could  say  with  the  Psalmist,  ’Though  I walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  I will  fear  no  evil,  for  Thou  art  with 
me.  Thy  rod  and  Thy  staff  they  comfort  me- "^7 
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Jesse  W.  Gardner  was  born  in  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  on 
February  19,  I8I4.I  and  made  the  long  journey  to  Ohio  with  his 
parents  and  older  sister  in  181+2 • When  he  was  twenty,  he 
enlisted  for  a period  of  three  years  for  service  in  the  Civil 
War.  This  was  at  Centerville,  Ohio  on  August  27,  l86l„  He  was 
mustered  in  at  Camp  Denison,  Ohio,  on  September  7,  l86l,  and 
served  as.  a private  under  Captain  Jay  Dyer  in  Company  I,  Thirty- 
second  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  died  two  months 
later  of  camp,  or  typhoid,  fever  at  Cheat  Mountain,  Virginia, 
November  3?  1861,.  ” 

His  company  djscriptive  book  states  that  he  was  five  feet, 
eleven  inches,  with  dark  complexion,  blue  eyes  and  brown  hair. 

It  states  that  he  was  a farmer  by  occupation.  The  Casuality 
record  gives  the  place  of  death  as  Hutt onsvi lie , Virginia,  in 
a hospital  and  the  date  November  i|,  l86l,  with  the  comment  that 
ho  died  on  Cheat  Mountain,  Virginia. ^ 

Irene  Gardner  was  born  near  Rome  Corners,  Ohio,  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  181+3 , and  she  resided  in  Delaware  County.  Ohio,  through 
her  entire  life,  except  for  the  years  that  she  taught  away  from 
home  .30 

She  attended  Ohio  Wesleyan  Female  Seminary^l  and  for  thirteen 
years  taught  in  the  county  schools  of  Delaware,  Licking  and  Van 
Wert  Counties.  She  was  recognized  as  an  exceptionally  able  and 
outstanding  teacher.  At  one  time  several  of  her  brothers  and 
sisters  attended  her  school  and  were  her  pupils.  It  was  the 
custom  at  that  time  to  board  around  among  the  parents  of  the 
pupils  and  the  actual  salary  was  very  small.  Later,  when  her 
own  children  were  to  enter  school  they  were  not  sent  until  eight 
years  of  age  but  could  be  with,  or  ahead  of  their  own  age  group, 
when  they  started* 

On  August  15,  187I4.,  she  married  William  Bigelow  Shaw,  whose 
first  wife,  her  younger  sister  Josephine,  had  died  the  previous 
year,  leaving  four  small  children:  Jesse  Morris,  Lydia  Inez, 
Alfred  Corkman,  and  Bertha  M.  The  baby,  Bertha,  spent  the  early 
years  of  her  life  in  the  home  of  her  grandfather,  R.  C.  Gardner, 
where  she  was  cared  for  by  loving  aunts  and  uncles.  Later  she 
went  to  live  with  her  own  family. 

Mrs.  Shaw  always  cared  for  these  children  as  though  they 
were  her  own,  and,  in  addition  she  became  the  mother  of  four 
sons.  She  was  always  active  in  the  work  of  Grace  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  and  the 
Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

Her  simple  Christian  faith,  her  exemplary  living,  her 
noble  and  well  rounded  Christian  life,  builded  in  the  minds 
of  all  who  know  h.er,  a fine  inspiration  for  better  living. 

This  faith  is  not  shaken  by  her  passing,  but  is  strengthened 
by  the  Victory  which  is  hers.^ 
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Mrs.  ShawTsurvived  her  husband  by  twelve  years  and  died 
October  6,  1 93^.  W.  B.Shaw  was  born  in  Delaware,  Ohio, 

February  1,  1835  end  spent  his  entire  life  in  Delaware  County* 

He  attended  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  for  two  years,  developed 
tuberculosis  and  cured  himself  with  a program  of  living  outdoors, 
working,  and  resting.  He  was  a farmer  and  proudly  termed  himself 
a "tiller  of  the  soil*"  He  generously  supported  the  Grace 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  various  church  missions.3-3  He 
died  of  a heart  attack  on  June  7,

John  M.  Gardner  was  born  near  Galena,  Delaware  County,  Ohio 
on  January  29 , 1845 • He  died  at  his  home  in  Van  Wert,  Ohio, 
February  11,  1923 » When  about  ten  years  old,  he  moved,  with  his 
father’s  family  to  Berlin  Station,  Berlin  Township,  Delaware 
County,  OhiOo  When  twelve  years  of  age,  ho  accepted  Christ  as 
his  personal  savior  and  joined  the  church.  He  lived  with  his  ^ 
parents  until  the  Civil  War  and  he  was  a farmer  from  his  youth.33 

He  enlisted  August  22,  1862,  in  Company  K,  121st  Regiment, 
in  the  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  served  in  the  campaigns  in 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia,  participating  in  the  battle  of 
Perrysville,  Kentucky,  the  skirmish  at  Tribune  , Pennsylvania, 
and  the  battle  at  Chickamauga,  Georgia.  On  the  second  day  of 
the  two  day  battle  at  Chickamauga,  which  was  Sepb  ember  20,  1863, 
he  was  struck  by  a fragment  of  shell,  two  by  one-quarter  Inches, 
which  buried  itself  In  the  fleshy  part  of  the  hip,  and  so  dis- 
abled him  that  he  was  hospitalized  until  honorably  discharged 
on  May  30,  1865.  He  retained  the  fragment  and  a limp  was  caused^ 
by  the  injury.  He  became,  and  remained,  a member  of  the  G.A.R, 

On  December  17,  1868,  John  M.  Gardner  married  Olive  Lewis 
of  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  In  May  1870,  they  moved  to  the  woods 
of  Hoaglin  Township  in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio.  Here  they 
pioneered  together,  braving  the  hardships  and  clearing  a home 
out  of  the  dense  forest.

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Mr.  Gardner  was  a consistent  member  of  the  Methodist  Church 
during  his  entire  life,.  He  held  many  positions  of  trust  and 
responsibility , including  steward,  class  tender,  teacher,  and 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  In  his  religious  life,  he 
was  rather  quiet,  but  very  positive  in  convictions  and  duties 
to  his  church,  his  pastor,  and  his  Christ.  He  was  a gentleman 
of  fine  traits  of  character,  was  highly  respected  in  his  community 
and  enjoyed  a large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances,-^ 

Mr,  Gardner’s  middle  intial  stood  for  Mirick,  the  maiden 
name  of  his  mother .69 


From  the  number  of  letters  still  in  existence,  John  Mo 
Gardner,  who  enlisted  when  seventeen  years  of  age,  carried  on 
a regular  correspondence  with  his  sister.  Josephine,  who  was 
two  years  younger,  during  the  time  of  his  service  in  the  Civil 
War . It  seems  fitting  and  of  family  and  historical  interest 
to  include  the  followings 


Camp  in  Walker  County,  Ga.,  Sept.  l6,  1862 


Dear  sister. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I take  my  pen  in  hand  to  let  you 
know  that  I am  well  at  present  and  hope  that  these  few  lines 
will  find  you  the  same,  I received  your  letter  on  the  ,1.3th 
but  have  not  had  time  to  answer  until  nowc  We  have  been 
marching.  We  left  Cowan  on  the  8th  and  marched  over  the  Cumber- 
land  Mountains  and  stopped  at  Stevenson  the  night  of  the  8th 
and  left  there  the  11th  and  came  to  Boigfort,  Alefbama.  Beigfort 
is  on  the  Tennessee  River  and  we  stayed  there  a day  or  two  and 
on  the  13  th  started  for  Chattanooga,,  We  passed  over  Mount 
Lookout  about  ]q  miles  from  Chattanooga c When  you  arc  on  top 
of  it,  you  can  see  a part  of  five  states. 

We  passed  Chattanooga  about  Iq  miles  and  crossed  the  line 
into  Georgia.  We  are  60  miles  from  Cowan,  I went  over  the 
railroad  where  it  runs  through  the  mountain  and  on  top  on  the 
mountain  they  have  a hole  dug  down  through  to  the  railroad. 

Some  say  it  is  about  five  thousand  feet  down  through.  Well, 
Josephine,  I am  ascribbling  a few  lines  but  I don’t  know  when 
I will  get  to  send  them.  I am  on  guard  today.  We  are  on  half 
rations  and  I am  as  well  as  I ever  was.  They  say  that  they 
have  old  Bragg  hemmed  in  on  three  sides  and  I think  that  if  he 
comes  up  this  way  that  we  will  try  . 

Sept.  l6  Well,  Josephine,  I told  you  that  I was  on  guard. 
Well,  at  oneo’clock  in  the  morning  I was  out  on. a scout.  We 
had  to  have  our  breakfast  ready  and  eat  and  rations^ in  our 
haversacks  and  ready  against  8 o’clock.  About  15  miles  south- 
east of  here,  we  came  onto  the  rebs  just  as  they  was  agetting 
dinner  and  some  of  our  boys  got  a kettle  full  of  swcou  potatoes 
that  they  had  cooked  and  we  gave  them  a few  shells,  so.as  to 
find  out  how  many  there  were  there  and  find  out  how  things 
wore  situated  around  there.  There  was  two  brigades  of  us  under 
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command  of  General  Stedman  and  he  was  ordered  not  to  attack  them 
but  just  feel  of  them  and  find  out  as  well  as  we  could  what  their 
force  was  and  then  come  back.  It  is  about  1 5 miles  to  where  they 
was  s o we  started  back  about  sundown  and  camped  about  six  miles 
this  side  and  we  had  got  our  supper  eaten  and  the  most  of  us  had 
laid  down  and  got  to  sleep.  Our  fires  were  aburning  very  bright 
and  made  quite  a show.  I had  laid  down  and  got  to  sleep  when 
something  made  an  awful  noise  and  whizz  went  a shell  over  my  head 
and  then  three  more  right  after  and  by  that  time  we  had  got  the 
fires  out  and  then  the  muskets  began  to  rattle.  They  was  afiring 
on  our  picket.  Well,  I believed  there  was  noone  hurt  until  this 
morning  our  picket  killed  one  of  them. 

Well,  we  eat  our  breakfast  and  started  for  camp  and  the  rebels 
followed  us  all  the  way  and  they  are  afiring  on  our  picket  now. 
Well,  I don’t  know  how  soon  we  may  be  called  and  so  I must  sleep. 

I did  not  get  them  stamps.  Well,  Josephone,  goodby.  Direct  as 
before.  I may  have  to  go  into  battle  before  night. 


From  a letter  written  to  Josephine  from  Pennsylvania,  June  18 , 1863 

We  have  been  here  now  over  two  weeks  and  have  had  three 
skirmishes  with  the  rebs  but  it  was  mostly  done  by  the  Cavalry,, 
They  dare  not  come  close  enough  for  the  infantry  although  they 
came  close  enough  to  give  us  some  shell  once  but  I guess  they 
have  left  and  gone  to  Tulahoma.  There  is  a good  many  troops  here 
now  and  I would  not  wonder  if  we  go  to  Nashville  before  long. 

We  are  in  the  reserve  so  I guess  we  willgo  to  Nashville  or 
Franklin.  I am  on  guard  today.  Jess  Adams  is  well  and  out  on 
drill  now.  We  have  to  drill  three  times  a day  and  it  is  awful 
hot  work.  We  con  get  plenty  of  green  apples  to  stew  here.  Well, 
Jo,  that  picture  don’t  look  much  like  me  but  they  could  not  take 
good  ones.  Well,  I must  stop. 


From  John  M.  Gardner 
to  Josephine  Gardner 


Josephine  wrote  one  letter, 
answer.  It  begins; 


the  back  of  which  he  used  to 
Tarrktown  Oct.  2nd  I86I4. 


Dear  Brother, 

I now  seat  myself  to  answer  your  letter.  I should  have 
written  sooner  but  I have  not  had  time.  I went  to  the  fair 
today  and  we  have  had  so  much  work  to  do  that  I have  not  had 

time  to  write  so  I hope  you  will  excuse  me. 

We  are  all  well  at  present  and  hope  these  few  lines  will 
find  you  the  same.  John  Rader  has  come  home  on  furlough  and 
Tom  Lewis  has  come  on  a 30  days  furlough.  I saw  them  at  the 

fair  • 
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(The  letter  continues  with  nows  of  those  drafted  in  the 
community  and  who  had  given  whom  "the  mitten.") 

It  rained  all  day  the  8th  day  of  the  fair.  We  took  some 
pumpkins  but  did  not  get  the  premium  on  them. 

I was  glad  to  hear  that  you  got  your  descriptive  roll. 

I suppose  you  can  get  your  pay  now,  can’t  you?  I wish  you 
would  get  your  discharge  and  come  home.  Well,  I believe  I have 
written  all  the  news  so  I will  close  for  this  time.  Write  as 
soon  as  you  get  this  and  lot  me  know  how  you  are  getting  along. 
Goodby  from  Josephine  to  John.

Dear  sister, 

I now  seat  myself  to  rite  you  a few  lines  to  let  you  know 
how  I am  agetting  along.  I received  your  letter  day  before 
yesterday  and  was  glad  to  hoar  from  you.  The  reason  I aid  not 
rite  sooner  was  because  there  was  some  talk  of  our  coming  home 
until  after  the  presidential  election  but  that  has  all  fell 
through  with  now.  I am  about  the  same.  I cut  my  hand  yester- 
day while  I was  amaking  a ring  and  it  feels  pretty  sore  this 
morning.  You  can  see  that  I am  about  out  of  paper  and  I have 
got  just  enough  to  send  this  letter.  You  will  have  to  send  me 
some  money  before  I can  rite  any  more.  I got  a letter  from 
Irene  the  same  time  that  I got  yours.  She  says  that  the  draft 
has  not  went  off  in  that  township.  I do  not  know  when  I can 
get  to  come  home.  It  has  been  araining  a considerable  for 
several  days.  Well  I must  quit  for  thepresent,  rite  soon.

Dear  Sister, 

I now  scat  myself  to  rite  you  a few  lines  to  let  you  know 
where  I am  and  how  I am  agetting  along.  I came  here  last  night. 
We  left  Columbus  at  half  past  eleven  yesterday  and  got  here  at 
seven  o’clock  last  evening.  There  was  about  $0  of  us  transferred 
here  from  that  Hospital  but  it  is  a nice  place  herec  It  hain’t 
so  close  and  confining  here  and  they  have  it  fixed  up  so  nice 
here.  They  have  any  amount  of  flowers  and  all  kinds.  We  have 
morning  glories  up  all  around  the  frame  of  our  shanty  and  they 
have  raised  a great  deal  of  garden  stuff  here  in  Camp.  We  had 
carrot  and  potato  soup  for  dinner.  I don’t  think . the . grub  here 
is  quite  as  good  as  it  was  at  Columbus  but  otherwise  it  is  a 
good  deal  nicer.  We  haveplenty  of  room  here  to  run  around. 

All  I hate  about  it,  it  is  so  much  farther  away  from  home . 

I had  calculated  to  come  home  in  a week  or  two  but  I can’t  do 
it  now  there  is  no  knowing  when  I will  get  home  again.  My  leg 
is  about  the  same  that  it  was.  I am  looking  for  a letter  from 
Irene  now  pretty  soon.  I am  about  l6  miles  from  Cincinnaty. 
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Well,  I believe  I have  written  all  so  goodby  for  this  time.

She  spent  some  time  in  Van  Wert  County  whore  she  met  and  married 
on  October  23,  1873,  John  Perhamus,  who  was  living  on  the  farm 
with  his  parents  in  Ridge  Township,  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio*  He 
was  born  in  Allen  County,  Ohio  on  February  28,  l8l|5,  but  his 
parents  moved  while  he  was  serving  in  the  Civil  War.  He  had 
enlisted  when  but  nineteen  years  of  age.  Soon  after  their  mar- 
riage John  and  Harriet  Perhamus  moved  to  his  form  in  Hoaglin 
Township,  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio  where  they  lived  throughout 
their  lives.

Abigail  Ward,  who  married  John  Garnder,  was  the  daughter 
of  John  Ward,  Jr.,  who  was  the  son  of  George  Ward,  who  was  born 
in  England  and  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents.

Lydia  Squire,  who  married  Moses  Gardner,  was  the  daughter 
of  Zophar  Squire,  who  was  the  son  of  Jonathan,  the  son  of 
Crispin. 

Crispin  Squire  was  the  earliest  member  of  this  family  for 
whom  any  record  was  found.  He  married  Elizabeth  Jackson  on 
July  25*  1688,  at  Marblehead,  Massachusetts. 

His  son,  Jonathan  Squire  was  born  in  1693  and  he  died  at 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  in  1789*  He  had  one  son,  John,  by  his  first- 
wife,  married  a second  time,  Lydia  Camp,  who  was  born  March  lip. 
1702  and  who  died  on  January  20,  1777.'  She  was  the  mother  of 
all  of  his  children,  except  the  aforementioned  John. 

Jonathan  served  in  the  Company  of  Captain  Abraham  Lyons, 
Second  New  Jersey  Regiment,  Essex  County  Militia, oin  the 
Revolutionary  War.  He  held  the  rank  of  corporal. 

His  will,  dated  May  18,  1785?  states  that  he  is  a resident 
of  Newark  Township,  Essex  County,  New  Jersey.  He  gives  his  son, 
John,  by  his  first  wife  the  sum  of  five  pounds.  His  son, 
Nathaniel,  was  to  have  twenty  acres  of  the  land  purchased  from 
Andrew  and  heirs  Johnson,  and  also  that  which  had  been  given 
to  him  by  deed.  His  sons,  Zophar  and  Elijah  were  to  receive 
the  rest  of  the  said  land.  His  son,  Elijah,  was  left  one  acre, 
which  had  been  purchased  of  Thomas  Day,  and  his  son,  Jonathan, 
the  remainder  of  the  Day  land.  Jonathan  was  to  pay  to  his 
daughter,  Abigail,  Eunice,  and  Prudence  fifty  pounds  each.  His 
grandson,  Joseph  Squire,  was  to  receive  one-third  of  a loan 
certificate,  Grand- daughter , Rachel  Coalman  five  pounds, 
daughter,  Mary  Reynolds  one-third  of  said  certificate.  The 
executors  were  his  sons,  Elijah  and  Nathaniel,  witnesses  Ellis 
Cook,  Rees  Davids  and  Samuel  Squire.  The  will  was  proved 
December  lip,  1789?  and  on  January  8^  1790,  an  inventory  was 
made  by  Ellis  Cook  and  John  Squire. y

Zophar  Squire  was  born  about  1720  and  he  died  between 
January  6,  1800,  the  date  of  his  will,  and  February  5,  1800, 
the  date  of  the  estate  inventory.  He  married  Annokel  Williams 
by  license  on  March  20,  1752.  She  was  of  Essex  County,  New 
Jersey,  as  was  he.lu 

The  will  of  Zophar  Squire  states  that  he  was  a resident 
of  Springfield  Township,  Essex  County,  New  Jersey.  To  his 
wife,  he  left  one  bed,  one  milch  cow,  one  horse,  and  seven 
pounds.  To  his  sons,  William,  James,  Anthony,  Nicholas  and 
Nathaniel,  he  left  two  shares  each  of  the  whole  estate.  To  his 
daughters,  Sarah  Canfield,  Lydia  Gardner,  Mary  Ball,  and 
Hannah  Ward,  each  were  left  one  share  of  his  estate. 

His  daughter,  Lydia  Gardner »s  share,  was  to  be  held  in 
trust,  and.,after  her  decease,  was  to  be  divided  among  the 
children •

Annokel  (Anokel,  Annakel)  Williams,  who  married  Zophar 
Squire,  was  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Williams,  who  was  a son 
of  Matthew  Williams,  the  first. 

Matthew  Williams,  the  first,  was  the  ancestor  of  the 
Newark  and  Orange  branches  of  the  Williams  family.  While  in 
England,  he  fell  in  love  with  the  daughter  of  a wealthy  English- 
man, named  Condict,  who  opposed  thematch.  However,  the  couple 
married  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  their  parents  and 
sailed  for  America.  Here  they  settled  first  in  Massachusetts, 
and  removed  to  Wethersfield,  Connecticut  in  1630.  He  died  soon 
from  the  severe  hardship  of  pioneer  life  and  his  wife  immedi- 
ately prepared  to  return  to  her  home  in  England,  but  she  died 
before  the  vessel  sailed.

It  is  believed  that  the  throe  brothers  went  to  Newark,

Samuel  Williams  was  one  of  the  memorialists  of  1700,  as 
was  also  his  son,  Joseph.  He  married  Esther  Wheeler,  a 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Wheeler  of  Newark.  Samuel  died  in  1706, 
leaving  five  sons,  Joseph,  Samuel,  Nathaniel,  David  and  Joseph, 
and  three  daughters,  Susanna,  Sarah,  and  Hester.  His  wife  is 
not  named  in  his  will  and  had  probably  died  before  that  date.

The  will  of  David  Williams  of  Newark,  Essex  County,  New 
Jersey,  gives  yeoman,  dated  October  12,  1777,  mentions  numerous 
relatives,  including  the  "children  of  my  brother,  Nathaniel, 
deceased,  Joseph,  Benjamin,  Joan,  Annokel,  and  Mary",  his  wife, 
Martha,  and  friends,  John  Dodd  and  Abigail  Harrison  were 
executors.  It  was  proved  March  1I4. , 1782.  • ^ 

Thus  Annokel  Williams,  who  married  Zophar  Squire,  had  as 
grandfather  Samuel  Williams,  the  son  of  Matthew  Williams,  the 
first.  And  Joanna  Williams,  vh  o married  Col.  David  Condit, 
had  as  a grandfather,  Matthew  Williams,  the  second,  son  of 
Matthew,  the  first,  and  a brother  of  Samuel.

Susan  L.  Mirick  married  R.  C.  Gardner  about  1835  and  in 
l8i|0  thev  were  living  in  Orange  Township,  Essex  County,  New 
Jersey.  Tg  18)4.2  this  family  made  the  journey  to  Ohio  from 
New  Jersey.  When  she  died  in  l8l|,  she  left  seven  small 
children,  the  eldest  but  ten  years  old.

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John  Corliss  George  and  his  wife,  Fannie  Broughton,  were 
both  born  in  New  Hampshire  and  were  married  there.  In  1821, 
with  their  small  family,  they  left  that  state  to  make  a home 
in  the  fertile  Ohio  River  Valley.  John  C.  George,  as  he  was 
known,  was  descended  from  James  George,  the  early  ancestor  of 
this  line* 

James  George  was  in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  in  1632 
where  it  is  recorded  that  ho  acted  as  the  village  herdsman. 

In  that  capacity,  he  was  Mto  keep  ye  herd  faithfully  as  a herd 
ought  to  be  kept;  and  if  any  be  left  on  ye  Sabbath,  when  ye 
town  worships,  they  who  keeps  are  to  go  ye  next  day,  doing  their 
best  indeavors  to  find  them."  James  lived  near  the  line  which 
separated  Haverhill,  Massachusetts  and  Salisbury,  Massachusetts. 
In  the  year  I0J4.2 , Salisbury  ordered  that  thirty  families  were  to 
remove  to  the  west  side  of  the  Pow  Wow  River  and  to  join  a 
settlement,  and  into  a part  of  Salisbury  which,  after  the 
nineteenth  of  March  1655  was  to  be  known  as  Amesbury,  Massa- 
chusetts. James  George  was  one  of  those  who  were  transferred 
in  l65U.  However,  he  continued  to  act  as  herdsman.  About  the 
year  1058,  he  married  Sarah  Jordan,  the  daughter  of  James  and 
Francie  Jordan  of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts.  Some  of  the  early 
records  continued  to  refer  to  the  New  Amesbury  as  Salisbury. 

Samuel  George  was  a son  of  James  and  Sarah  Jordan  George. 

He  was  born  in  Salisbury,  Massachusetts,  on  February  25,  l6o5 
and  he  died  there  on  March  8,  1710.  On  January  1 5,  1693,  he 
married  Elizabeth  Frame,  who  was  born  in  Amesbury,  Massachusetts 
on  January  1,  1673 , the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Rowell 
Frame . ^ 

Samuel  George,  the  second,  and  the  son  of  Samuel  and 
Elizabeth  Frame  George,  was  born  on  December  26,  1696,  in 
Amesbury,  Massachusetts.  He  married  on  January  3,  1722,  Hannah 
Eastman,  who  was  born  in  Amesbury  on  May  6,  1698,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Huldah  Kingsbury  Eastman. 

Joseph  George,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  Eastman  George, 
was  born  in  Amesbury  on  March  19,  1735*  He  signed  the  Associa- 
tion Test  in  Weare,  N.H.  in  1776.  This  was  the  Loyalty. Oath, 
and  his  son,  Samuel,  would  have  been  too  young  to  sign  it. 
little  is  known  concerning  Joseph.  He  lived  in  South  Weare, 

N.  H.,  had  a wife,  Anna,  and  they  had  fifteen  children.  Joseph  , 
died  in  Sunapee,  N.H.  in  1808 , and  Anna  died  there  in  June  1821.4 

Lieutenant  Samuel  George,  a son  of  Joseph  and  Anna,  was 
born  in  Amesbury,  Mass,  on  October  30,  1761,  and  he  died  at 
Sunapee,  N.  H. , May  i|,  l8i|5-  He  married  on  December  9-  1783, 
Elizabeth  Corliss,  who  was  born  in  Weare,  N.H.  on  April  6,  1762, 
the  daughter  of  Timothy  anP  ~ * e Emery  Corliss.  Elizabeth

An  application  for  pension,  in  recognition  of  his  services 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  made  by  Lieutenant  Samuel  George 
on  August  28,  1832.  In  this  he  stated  that  he  was  a resident 
of  Wendell,  N.H.  (this  became  Sunapee),  that  he  enlisted  on 
July  1,  1780  under  Captain  Kidder,  in  Col.  Nichols  regiment  for 
a period  of  three  months.  He  marched  to  West  Point,  New  York, 
where  he  served  out  his  term  and  one  month  over,  in  order  to 
await  the  arrival  of  the  Continental  troops. 

He  stated  that  he  enlisted  again  in  1783  and  this  time  for 
nine  months,  under  Captain  Webster  and  for  service  Coos  County, 
where  he  was  employed  in  scouting  and  he  served  one  month  more 
than  his  term.  He  stated  that  he  had  always  volunteered  and  had 
never  received  any  written  discharge.  Depositions  as  to  his 
military  service  wore  made  by  Samuel  Rogers,  Christopher  Rogers, 
and  Joshua  Atwood.0  He  was  still  living  in  Wendell,  N.  H.  on 
January  12,  l8L(i4..' 


Lieutenant  Samuel  George  served  in  the  Company  of  General 
George  Washington  and  was  a guard  over  British  Major  John  Andrei 
Major  John  Andre’  was  chosen  as  the  agent  to  meet  General 
Benedict  Arnold  and  receive  the  promised  necessary  papers  for 
the  betrayal  of  the  American  fort  at  West  Point  on  the  Hudson 
River.  In  attempting  to  return  to  the  British  lines.  Major 
Andre’  was  captured  and  the  papers  were  found  in  his  boots. 

He  was  convicted  as  a spy  and  hanged,  although  highly  regarded 
by  the  Americans,  who  later  erected  a memorial  on  the  spot  of 
his  capture,  and  the  British  who  had  a tablet  to  his  memory 
placed  in  Westminister  Abbey.  One  ponders  the  thoughts  of 
young  Samuel  as  he  performed  his  guard  duty.

John  Corliss  George,  the  sixth  child  of  Samuel  and  Eliza- 
beth Corliss  George,  married  on  March  8,  l8l5,  F^gnie  Broughton, 
who  was  born  in  Goshen,  N.H.  on  August  22,  1790. 

In  182111  this  George  family  consisting  of  the  parents  and  two 
children,  made  the  long  journey  to  the  Ohio  Valley  where  they 
first  settled  in  Noble  County,  and  whore  they  lived  for  seven 
years,  before  moving  to  Orange  Township,  Delaware  County,  Ohio. 

A farm  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  was  purchased  for 
five  hundred  dollars  in  1833  "from  the  center  of  allum  Creek 
and  the  native  trees  used  in  the  measurement  included  hickories, 
oak,  water  beech,  sugar  tree,  and  beech."  A productive  farm, 
with  substantial  buildings,  was  established  here  and  here  they 
lived  out  their  lives.

John  and  Fannie  B.  George  and  their  son,  Samuel  C.  are 
buried  in  the  Africa  Cemetery  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  near 
the  ^ village  of  Cheshire.  Three  large  and  identical  shafts  mark 
their  graves  in  the  front  section  of  the  cemetery.  The  dates 
ol  their  deaths,  as  carved  on  their  markers,  are: 

John  C.  George  died  Nov.  26,  1865 
Fannie  B.  George  died  Feb.  12,  1870 
Samuel  C.  George,  son  died  Dec.  27,  1861; 

Samuel  C.  George  seems  to  have  remained  unmarried  and  to 
have  farmed  with  his  father.  Phebe  R.  lived  with  her;  parents 
and  taught  school  until  she  was  nineteen  yearsof  age,  when  she 
married  and  moved  to  Brown  Township  in  Delaware  County.  Her  hus- 
band did  not  live  long  and  she  again  returned  to  the  home  of  her 
parents.  Later,  she  married  Philo Evarts,  and  when  he  died  in 
i860,  she  again  moved  to  the  George  homestead.  There  was  one 
child,  Edgar,  who  was  born  in  I6I4.8 , and  who  married  and  lived 
on  land  belonging  to  the  estate.14 

The  George  homestead  was  deeded  to  Samuel  C.  George  but 
he  died  prior  to  his  parents  and  in  1865,  an  agreement  was 
drawn  up  by  which  the  homestead  would  go  to  Phebe  Evarts  at 
the  death  of  her  father,  and  notes  outstanding  and  valued  at 

five  thousand  dollars  would  go  to  the  other  daughter,  Mary 
Emily. 


MarvvEmily  George  was  born  in  Sunapee,  N.H.  on  February 
21 , 18161-  and  c ame  with  her  family  into  the  Ohio  Valley  in 
l82l.  She  married  Augustine  Sackett,  who  was  born  in  Berlin 
Township,  Delaware  County,  on  July  22,  1813 . ' He  was  the 
son  of  Guy  and  Nancy  Ann  Duncan  Sackett.  Guy  Sackett  was 
born  in  Fenet  Township,  Cumberland  County,  Pa.  and  he  came 
to  Ohio  with  his  parents  and  other  members  of  his  family. 

When  his  father,  Elijah  Sackett,  «a  Revolutionary  War  soldier 
decided  to  settle  there  in  1805.  ffiThey  were  direct  descendants 
of  Simon  Sackett,  the  Puritan  who  came  to  American  from  Eng- 
land in  1631  and  became  one  of  the  founders  of  Newtown,  Mass., 
now  Cambridge.  ^ 


The  Augustine  Sacketts  lived  first  ne|g  Alum  Creek  and 
the  old  Baptist  Meeting  House,  but  in  1839  they  moved  to  a 
farm  on  what  is  called  the  Curve  Road  in  Berlin  T own  ship, 
Delaware  County.  At  first,  they  lived  in  a log  cabin‘d  on  a 
small  rise  while  trees  were  cut  and  the  swamp  cleared.  In 
l8l;0  a large  barn  was  erected  of  lumber  cut  on  the  farmland 
about  the  same  time  a comfortable  house  was  built  of  black 
walnut  cut  on  the  pr  operty.

Augustine  died  on  September  l6,  l8632\  soon  after  their 
son  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Civil  War.  His  wife  managed 
the  farm  until  the  son’s  discharge.  Later,  she  married  E.  A. pi 
Vining  but  he  preceded  her  in  death.  She  died  March  31,  1891  , 
and  with  her  husband,  Augustine,  is  buried  in  Oak  Grove  Cemetery 
in  Delaware,  Ohio.

Jordan  George,  was  married  on  January  lf>,  1693 , to  Elizabeth 
Frame,  who  was  born  on  January  1.  1673.  Her  parents,  Thomas 
and  Mary  Rowell  Frame,  were  residents  of  Amesbury,  Mass.,  at 
the  time  of  her  birth.  The  early  occupation  of  Thomas  is  given 
as  that  of  a mason;  by  1680  he  was  with  the  Training  Band  in 
same  capacity,  and  in  lo93  he  is  referred  to  as  a school  master.

Samuel  George,  the  second,  and  the  son  of  Samuel  and 
Elizabeth  Frame  George  married  Hannah  Eastman  on  January  3 ,

of  John  and  Huldah  Kingsbury  Eastman.  John  was  born  in  Salis- 
bury and  he  served  as  repr  esentative  in  the  General  Court  in 
Boston  in  1091.

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John  Eastman,  the  grandfather  of  Hannah,  who  married 
Samuel  George,  the  second,  was  born  in  Salisbury  and  there  he 
married  Mary  Boynton  on  November  5*  1670.  She  was  born  in 
Rowley,  Mass,  and  was  the  daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
Boynton.  William  was  a tailor  and  also  probably  the  first 
regularly  employed  school  master.  In  l65o,  the  t own  voted 
that  he  should  have  five  pounds  loaned  to  him  out  of  church 
stock  towards  the  building  of  an  end  addition  to  his  house  to 
be  used  as  a school  room*  This  was  upon  the  consideration 
that,  if  he  kept  the  school  for  seven  years,  the  five  pounds 
would  be  void.  In  case  he  left  the  school  before  the  seven 
years  were  completed,  he  would  be  out  the  said  house  ends 
It  was  then  to  be  priced  and  one —ha If  the  price  to  be  returned 
to  the  church  by  him.  A town  meeting  on  January  l6,  1673  * 
voted  to  give  him  twelve  shillings  for  his  service  to  the  town 
in  ’’Ringing  the  meeting  house  bell  and  sweeping  the  meeting 
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house.”  William  owned  considerable  land  and  gave  a farm  to 
each  of  his  seven  children .6 

John  Eastman’s  father  was  Roger,  who  was  born  in  Woles 
about  l6ll.  He  sailed  from  Southhampton  in  April  of  1638  on  the 
ship  "Confidence".

Elizabeth  Corliss,  who  married  Lt . Samuel  George  on  Decem- 
ber 9 9 178 3^  was  a descendant  of  George  Corliss,  the  immigrant 
ancestor  of  this  line0  George  Corliss  was  born  at,  or  near, 
Exeter,  Devonshire,  England,  in  1617  and  he  came  to  America  in 
1635 «•  He  was  in  Newbury,  Mass*  in  1639  and  in  16I4.7  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  of  Haverhill  North  Parish*  He  settled  on  lands 
that  have passed  from  Generation  to  Generation  and  never  been  out 
of  the  possession  of  his  family On  October  26,  l61|5,  he  married 
Joanna  Davis,  the  sister  of  Thomas  of  Marlborough,  Jj-ng la nd^  and 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Christine  of  Haverhill*10 

John  Corliss,  the  son  of  George  and  Joanna  Davis  Corliss,  was 
born  March  6,  16I4.8,  in  Haverhill.  He  was  a prosperous  farmer  with 
his  father  and  seems  to  have  been  the  only  son.  He  took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  on  November  28,  167711  and,  as  well  as  his  father, 
fought  in  the  Indian  Wars.  On  December  17,  1681;,  at  Haverhill, 
he  married  Mary  "Wilford,  who  was  born  November  18,  1667 , the 
daughter  of  Gilbert  and  Mary  Wilford.12  In  the  Essex  County 
Probate  Records,  as  no  one  appeared  to  act,  John  Whipple  of 
Ipswich  was  appointed  administrator  of  Gilbert  Wilford’ s estate 
on  November  lip , 1676.  A widow  and  children  are  mentioned  but 
no  names  are  given. 

Besides  John,  there  was  Mary,  who  married  William  Neff  on 
January  23,  1 665.  He  died  in  3 689  and  eight  years  later  she  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Indians  and  took  part  in  the  heoric  act  of

must  have  been  another  daughter  who  married  an  Emerson,  as 
Hannah  Emerson  was  a granddaughter  of  George  and  Joanna  Davis 
Corliss.  On  December  3*  1677 * she  married  Thomas  Dustin  and  they 
had  thirt^'«  children  before  1699 9 eight  of  whom  were  homo  when 
Indians  attacked  Haverhill  on  March  1 6,  1697 • The  youngest, 
Martha,  was  but  one  week  old  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians,  who 
carried  off  the  mother  and  her  nurse* 

Mr.  Dustin  was  working  in  the  fields  at  the  time  and  hearing 
the  commotion,  he  seized  his  gun,  mounted  his  horse,  and  hastened 
to  his  home.  It  was  too  late  to  save  his  wife,  but  he  was  able 
to  hold  the  savages  vhile  his  children  ran  to  the  nearest  garri- 
son. The  captives  marched  many  miles  before  they  were  able  to 
kill  the  ten  Indians  and  escape  down  theMerrimac  River  to 
Haverhill o1^ 


Tomothy  Corliss,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  Wilford  Corliss, 
was  born  in  Haverhill,  Mass,  on  December  13,  1693,  and  he  died 
at  Weare,  N.H.  in  1783.  He  signed  the  Association  Test  in 
We are  in  1776  (this  was  the  Loyalty  Oath.)  He  married  in 
Haverhill  on  February  15,  1726,  Sarah  Hutchins,  who  was  born  in 
Haverhill  on  June  20,  1701,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Page 
Hutchins.  " John  Hutchins  was  born  in  Haverhill  May  5,  1671  and 
was  the  son  of  Joseph  Hutchins,  born  in  the  same  place  November 
15,  l61|0,  the  son  of  John  and  Frances  Hutchins.  His  mother  was 
Johannah  Corliss,  who  was  born  in  Haver hillon  April  28,  l650? 
and  was  the  daughter  of  George  Corliss,  who  was  born  in  Devon- 
shire, England  and  came  to  America  in  1635*  Sarah  Page  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Page,  who  married  in  Haverhillon  June  18,  1663 
Sarah  Davis  of  that  place 

Timothy  Corliss,  the  second,  and  the  son  of  Timothy  and 
Sarah  Hutchins  Corliss,  was  born  in  Haverhill,  Mass,  on  Novem- 
ber 8,  1726.  He  died  at  Weare.  N.H.  in  1810  and  his  wife  died 
there  in  1821.  Timothy,  like  his  father  and  his  father-in-law 
signed  the  Association  Test  in  Weare  in  1776.  ' Hemarriod  in 
1760  Eunice  Emery,  who  was  born  in  Haverhill  on  November  8, 

171+1,  the  daughter  of  Caleb  and  Abigail  Simons  Emery® Timothy 
and  his  wife  were  theparents  of  eleven  children,  both  between 
1762  - 1784,  one  of  whom  was  Elizabeth,  who  married  Lt „ Samuel 
George . ^ 

Eunice  Emery  was  a direct  descendant  of  John  Emery,  who 
was  born  in  England  and  sailed  from  Southhampton  in  the  ship 
"James'1  on  April  3,  1635,  and  landed  in  Boston  on  the  third 
of  June.  He  seeon  settled  in  Newbury,  Mass.  where  he  held  town 
offices  and  was  a juryman.  On  March  lo,  1 663,  he  was  in  Court 
for  "entertaining  Travellers  and  Quakers"  for  which  he  was  go 
fined.  He  married  on  October  29,  1650,  Mary  Shotswell  Webster. 

Their  son,  Jonathan  Emery,  was  born^in  Newbury  on  May  13, 
1632,  and  he  married  on  November  29  , 1676  Mary  Woodman,  who  was 
born  in  Newbury  on  September  29,  1654j  the  daughter  of  Edward 
and  Mary  Goodridge  Woodman.  Mr.  Woodman  was  a Rep  esentat ive 
for  Newbury  in  1636,  1637 , lc>39  and  loi|3  e Jonathan  Emery, 
junior,  was  born  in  Newbury  on  February  2,  l6S0,  and  he  married 
on  October  17,  1705,  Ruth  Richardson,  the  daughter  of  Caleb  and 
Mary  Ladd  Richardson.  Mary  Ladd  was  the  daughter  of  DanigJ 
Ladd  who  came  in  the  "Mary  and  John"  from  London  in  1633 » 

Caleb  Emery,  the  father  of  Eunice,  was  the  son  of  Jonathan, 
junior,  and  Ruth  Richardson  Emery.  He  was  born  in  Newbury  in 
1706  and  married  Abigail  Simon  in  Haverhill  on  July  23,  1730.  J 

Elizabeth  Corliss,  who  married  Lt . Samuel  George,  was  born 
on  April  16,  1762  in  Weare,  N.H.  the  daughter  of  Timoth  and 
Eunice  Emery  Corliss.  She  married  Lt . George  on  December  9,  1783, 
and  they  moved  to  Sunapee,  N.H.  She  died  in  Sunapee  on  May  6, 
18[).1»2^  Their  son,  John  Corliss  George,  married  Fannie  Broughton 
and  they  moved  to  Delaware  County,  Ohio.

ROLOSON  (ROLaSON)  FAMILY 


This  record  of  the  Roloson  family  is  incomplete,  in  that  no 
effort  has  been  made  to  up-date  the  information  gathered  by  my 
father,  Howard  Sackett,  whose  mother  was  Mary  Ellen  Roloson« 

Rather,  research  was  made  to  establish  the  ancestors  of  John  and 
Lydia  Van  Sickle  Roloson,  although  these  result  s are  not  completely 
satisf act  ory . 

The  only  collateral  line  given  is  that  of  Lydia  Van  Sickle, 
and,  like  many  family  geneologies  a system  of  numbers  has  been 
used.  John  and  Lydia  Van  Sickle  Roloson  had  ten  children,  con- 
sequently  their  numbers  are  one  to  ten.  Then,  as  each  appears 
with  his,  or  her,  family,  the  next  generation  are  numbered,  begin- 
ning with  eleven,  and  the  next  generation  with  number  thirty-one 
the  child  of  number  eleven. 

The  present  spelling  of  the  name  with  an  "o"  is  accepted  by 
the  majority  of  this  family,  however,  earlier  it  was  more  frequently 
spelled  with  an  "a"  and  some  used  it  either  way, 

A German  family  by  the  name  of  Rolason  was  known  to  have  set- 
tled in  Want  age  Township,  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey  about  17i|2  * 

Since  early  records  refer  to  them  as  "German"  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  they  were  recent  immigrants  from  the  old  country.  The 
marriageof  John  Rolason  and  Lydia  Van  Sickle  is  recorded  in  Sussex 
County  and  they  lived  in  this  county  for  some  years  following  their 
marriage.  According  to  early  records,  the  first  five  of  their 
children  were  born  in  Sussex  County* 

John  Rolason  was  born  in  Sussex  County,  N.J.  on  February  23, 
1776  and  he  died  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
eight  on  May  11,  I87U  although  several  records  mention  that  he 
lived  to  be  one  hundred  years  old*  He  married,  on  February  23, 
1796,  Lydia  Van  Sickle,  who  was  of  Dutch  descent,  and  the  daughter 
of  Andrew.  She  was  born  on  May  2 5,  1766.-^ 

The  following  account,  published  in  the  Delaware  Gazette 
(Ohio)  on  June  23,  1906,  of  the  first  Roloson  family  reunion  is 
of  interest. 

Roloson  Reunion 

First  Gathering  of  the  Family  Held  Saturday  in  Berlin  Township 

The  first  Roloson  reunion,  successfully  planned  by  Mrs,  Eliza 
Hults,  was  held  at  the  home  of  Florence  Jaynes  in  Berlin  Township, 
on  Saturday.  The  reunion  was  largely  attended,  nearly  25  (this 
was  corrected  in  long  hand  to  85)  being  in  attendance,  and  the 
day  was  most  enjoyably  spent  c The  big  basket  dinner  at  noon  was, 
of  course,  a feature  of  the  day. 

Frank  Smith  was  chairman  of  the  day.  Fidelia  Roloson  read 
a short  history  of  the  family  and  music  was  furnished  on  a grapha- 
phone  by  Elmer  Roloson.  Fidelia  Roloson  was  elected  president  of 
the  organization,  and  Miss  Minnie  Berell  secretary.  A vote  of 
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thanks  was  rendered  Mr*  and  Mrs . Jaynes  for  the  hospitality 
extended. 

Those  in  attendance  from  outside  the  immediate  neighborhood 
were:  Wesley  Roloson  and  wife  from  Cincinnati,  Jacob  Roloson  and 
wife  from  Ostrander;  Mrs.  Lydia  Roloson  and  granddaughter;  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Sam  Richardson  from  Berkshire;  Mrs.  Louise  Smith  and 
son,  Charles,  from  Fargo;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin  Hults  and  family; 
George  Buell  and  family,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Frost  from  Rome 
Corners;  Mrs.  Mary  Stevens  of  Cheshire;  Mrs.  Laura  Rogers,  of 
Galena;  and  Miss  Yates  and  Mrs.  Susan  Vining  of  Delaware 

Following  is  the  sketch  of  the  fanily  read  by  Fidelia  Rolo- 
son at  the  annual  Roloson  reunion  in  1918. 

John  Rolason,  or  Grandfather,  as  we  call  him,  was  born  in 
New  Jersey,  then  moved  to  New  York  State,  and  later  they  decided 
to  come  to  Ohio,  and  came  by  way  of  Pittsburg,  and  down  the  Ohio 
River,  but  before  they  landed  a wreck  occurred.  Their  raft  came 
apart,  thus  dividing  the  family.  Their  money  they  had  to  give  to 
some  Indians  to  rescue  the  mother  and  some  of  the  children.  Their 
goods  sank  beneath  the  waters  of  the  Ohio. 

We  remember  hearing  them  relate  that  at  the  landing,  a man 

inquired  for  a Mr, , the  cooper.  Grandfather  said  that  he  had 

worked  at  that  some.  Well,  he  said,  you  are  the  man  I want.  And 
he  proved  to  be  a valuable  assistant  to  the  Rolosons.  They  re- 
mained in  Pickaway  County  (Ohio)  a year  or  more,  then  they  came 
up  the  Scioto  River,  and  located  in  Berkship  Township,  (Delaware 
County) . 

The  family  consisted  of  John  Roloson,  his  wife,  Lydia,  and 
ten  children,  namely  Benjamin,  Mary,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Levi,  Eliza, 
Reuben,  John,  Irena,  and  Joel. 

John  Roloson  died  aged  one  hundred  years.  His  wife  and 
children  are  dead.  Of  the  grandchildren  there  remains  Mrs.  Eliza 
Hults,  daughter  of  Jacob  Roloson;  Mrs.  Nettie  Smith,  Mrs.  Louise 
Smith,  and  Fidelia  Roloson,  daughter  of  Jacob  Roloson;  Wes  Dp  y, 
Henry,  Edward,  and  Eva,  sons  and  daughter  of  Levi  Roloson.^ 

John  Roloson  continued  to  be  a cooper  and  he  also  engaged  in 
farming.  According  to  the  U.S.  Census,  his  later  years  were  spent 
in  basket  making.  The  U.S.  Census  of  1820  gives  his  residence  as 
Pickaway  County  and  the  U.S.  Census  of  1830  lists  him  as  living 
in  Berlin  Township,  Delaware  County,  Ohio.  Both  he,  and  his  wife, 
died  in  Delaware  County.

In  1823, 
on  the  eighteenth  of  December,  he  married  Eliza  Barker,  who  was 
born  in  1009.  She  died,  following  the  birth  of  her  fifth  child, 

on  March  13,  l8lplp,  and  the  following  August  fifteenth,  he  married 
Jaime  G-reg,  who  was  born  on  February  lip , 1818. 

Mr.  Roloson,  like  his  father,  was  a cooper  by  trade.  He  spent 
most  of  his  adult  life  in  Brown  Township  and  he  died  in  1871*

Joseph  Roloson,  tho  twin  of  Jacob,  and  son  of  John  and 
Lydia  Van  Sickle  Roloson,  was  born  on  August  20,  1800  in  Sussex 
County,  New  Jersey.  He  accompanied  the  family  when  they  emigrated 
to  Ohio  and  was  one  of  the  children  rescued  by  Indians  when  their 
raft  came  apart  during  the  journey  down  the  Ohio  River.  Early  in 
life  he  learned  the  trade  of  the  cooper  and,  like  his  father  and 
twin  brother,  Jacob,  followed  this  occupation. 

Mr.  Roloson  married  first  Eliza  Bockoven  on  December  5>  1822 . 
She  died  on  the  fifth  of  January  1838  and  on  September  twelfth  of 
that  same  year,  he  married  Margaret  Himrod,  the  daughter  of 
Catherine  and  Andrew  Himrod,  who  was  born  in  Northumberland  County, 
Pa.,  on  February  l6,  l8llp.  Sho  moved,  with  her  parents,  to  Ohio 
in  1817  where  they  first  located  in  Berkshire,  later  moving  to 
Berlin. 


The  jpolosons  located  on  a farm  in  Berlin  Township,  about  1852, 
where  he  died  in  July  1877,  on  the  twenty-fourth.  Mrs.  Roloson 
died  December  lip , 1885*

He  was  an 
active  church  participant  and/was  described  as  a "saint”  by  a 
friend  of  his  grown  daughter.  Mrs.  Roloson  died  April  22,  1856, 

Mr.  Roloson  wrote  from  Old  Man’s  Creek,  Iowa,  to  his  daughter 
Mary  Ellen’s  family,  in  the  l870’s  about  life  in  Iowa.  In  a letter 
to  his  grandson,  Frank,  who  was  ten  years  old,  he  expressed  the 
wish  that  both  he  and  his  brother,  Howard,  would  be  good  boys  and 
learn  so  they  would  grow  up  to  be  good  scholars  and  useful  men  in 
the  world.  A letter  written  to  his  son-in-law  on  July  IS  9 1875 
tells  of  smallpox  in  the  city  but  he  states  that  he  wi  11  not  be 
vaccinated  until  it  spreads  to  the  country.  He  states  that  it  is 
now  dry  in  the  spring  but  now  ?<r©t  - "corn  is  midling,  wheat  looks 
good  yet  the  farmers  believe  the  chinch  bug  will  take  it,  oats  is 
good,  potatoes  are  good  and  the  bugs  haven't  injured  them."  He 
also  writes  that  the  Republicans  "have  a very  strong  ticket." 

There  is  no  record  of  when,  or  where,  he  died.

Lydia  Van  Sickle  was  born  on  May  25 , 1766  and  she  mar- 
ried John  Roloson  in  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey  on  February 
23,  1796. 

Her  great  grandfather  was  Fernandus  Van  Syckel,  who  was 
born  in  t heNetherlands  in  the  year  1635*  In  1652  , he  arrived 
in  America,  probably  under  the  auspices  of  the  Dutch  West  India 
Company*  He  settled  in  the  area  known  as  Flatbush,  New  York, 
which  later  became  Brooklyn.  About  1660  Ijie  took  for  his  wife, 
Eva  Antonia  Jansen,  who  was  born  in  16I4.I,  and  they  were  among 
the  first  settlers  of  Long  Island,  New  York.
